Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 8 and 10 to 12 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The art of record does not teach or suggest a steering rack formed using a steel 
bar, as recited by the claims 8 and 10 to 12, wherein steering rack comprises a main 
body and a rack teeth forming portion wherein the portion of depth of (3/4)D (D is 
diameter of the main body) from a surface that opposes the rack teeth forming portion in 
the radius direction is quenched and tempered in such a manner to produce a 
microstructure that satisfies conditions I), II) and III) as follows: a sum of tempered 
bainitic structure and tempered martensitic structure of 30 to 100% in area percentage 
II) a regenerated perlite structure accounts for 0 to 50% in area percentage III) a sum of 
the tempered bainitic structure, the tempered martensitic structure, and the 
regenerated perlite structure accounts for 50 to 100% in area percentage.
